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Even though fast wM%tai>w 
storm dumped only two inches of 
snow, the city's highway division 
had to spread approximately 330 
tons of sand and 430 tons of salt 
to combat the icy and slippery 
conditions left behind. 

"We didn't do any plowing 
this past snowstorm with the ex- 
ception of two places due to drift- 
ing,'^ said Joseph Riuidl, an 
assistant highwsy administrator 
with the Highway Division fsi the 
Virginia Beach Public Works 
Department. "But evo^ storm is 
different." 

It is Russell's departoMnt's job 
to keep the streets clear of «iow 
and ice. 

"We had over 2,600 lane-miles 
of road in the city," he said. It 
tirites two passM of a plow to 
clear any one road, said Russell. 
So when they figure out how 
much they have to keep clear in 
the city, one mile of road equals 
two lane-miles. 

To dear its roads, the dty Itts 
24 plows and 21 sand spreaders 
ready to take part in the "sntw 
fighting." If necessary, three 
"motograders" are also used to 
plow the streetSi' 

More often than not, it is tli« 
sprfM^s wl^AV* 1^ 10 CQD- 
bat hMaii4oaswtaiii«0Bi£tfons. 

"Actually, wt have tiWj types 
of spreaders," he said. "The 
flailing type haa a spinning disk 
that spreads the sand a certain 
width according to how you set 
it. The second one is a tag-a-long 
type." 

The tag-a-long one works like a 
large lawn fertilizer. S^d drops 
out of the truck into the spreader 
and is deposited on the road. 
"The tag-a-long type is more ef- 
fective because we can better con- 
trol where thrsand goes and how 
much," he said. 

The sami and salt used on the 
roads is kept in stockpiles at the 
city's four Pubhc Work yards. 

"I'd say we have between 130 
and 230 tons of our sand and salt 
mix at each site," said Russell. 
The piles, he said, are {wetty big. 
"About half the size of a three 
bedroom house." 

Working out of the central 
location on Landstown Road, the 
trucks run their routes and nload 
back at the main site or at one of 
thrM satellite sites. 

"After it is determined that the 
bad weather is going to be hitting 
us," said Russell, "we go into 
our "snow plan." The snow phm 
the dty has worked out identifies 
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^owehai 

ever^s,_^_^ ,g hard to 

clear the roads and we did a 
good job. The only problem 
was the storm lasted longer 
than we did. After 20 hours ^ 
we were all exhausted and:

Once the primary roads like 
Shore Drive and Independence 
Boulevard are cleared, the secon- 
dary roads are worked on. The 
final priority is the major coUec 
tor roads.

But clearing the roads of 
Virginia Beach has not always 
run so smoothly. 

"We learned how to best deal 
with the bigger storms from 
earlier mistakes," said Russell. 
"A few years ago we had 
evwryone working hard to clear 
the roads and we did a good job. 
The only problem was the storm 
lasted longer than we did. After 
^ hours we were all exhausted 
and the storm kept going. All our

During the meeting, te Sdrad 
Bc»rd win tala action on the 
adoption of tiw rec(»nBi»<kd 
textbooks. ShooM Uie recsMn- 
mendation of the D^artment of 
Instructional Planning and 
Devdoi»nent So^'uxs be accep- 



ted and the texts adopted, they 
win be used in the schools from 
July 1,1987 to June 30, 1993. 

All of the books rwommended 
for adoption were proposed 4)y 
curriculum committees of the In- 
dividual subject areas, followyig 
thorcHigh review of each text "by 
tcKhen in those subject ar^ts 
throughmit the school divisiett. 
The curriculum committees, 
which are comprised of parrats. 
tMcho^, students, and school 
athnittistrators, meet on a r^uiar 
basis during the school year. 

State Board of Education

Virginia Beach has many streets, roads, lanes, 
avenues and boulevards. Twenty-six hundred miles 
of them to l» mote precise. 

And when the winter srason descends on the city, 
and blankets of snow and ice are deposited on our 
highways and byways, there is a lot of pavement to 
keep ctear for travel. TTie responsibiMty for safe 
driving during the wintca* months should be placed 
as much on the drivers than on the city's "snow 
fighters." 

Too often the blame for dangerous road con- 
ditions and accidents is laid on the inability of the 
highway department to keep the roads clear, either 
by the application of abrasives and chemicals on 
the road, or by plowing. But the first level of 
responsibility s^mld be with the drivers oa the 
road. 

Being in « leographical area where our 
thoroughfftfei are general^ clear and safe, the un- 
predictable addition of snow and ice quickly makes 
it apparent that We are at the mercy of nature's 
mighty force. 

What is really needed is for the citizens to be more 
wary of wintw driving hazards. Driving conditions 
in this area during winto' storms almost always in- 
clude ice. The combination of rain and freezing 
temperatures causes havoc wherever it occurs. .Lit- 
tle can be done to prepare fw its arrival but drivers 
are not helpl^s. 

Too often the blame for dangerous road 
conditions and accidents is laid on the 
inability vf the highway department to keep 
the roads clear, either by the application of 
abrasives and chemicals on the road» or by 
plowing. But the first level of responsibility 

should be with the drivers on the road.

Because major snow storms are not common oc- 
currences here, nor does winter's fury stay for very 
long, it would be inesponsible to hjave fleets of 
snow removal equipment ready tp deitcend on city 
streets. Cries of "waste" and "IbisfAanagement" 
would be heard if the city's tax dollars were put in- 
to equipment that is really only needed a couple 
times each year. 

Yet, every year, complaints are heard about the 
inability of the city to effectively fight the 
dangerous conditions brought on by winter. 

Something must be done. 

It will become necessary for more drivers to 
recognize the unavoidable problems snow and ice 
bring. 

•Leave for your destination earlier so you can 
drive slower. Much slower. 

•Leave plenty of space between you and the next 



car., 

•When coming to an intersection, start slowing 
down way in advance. 

•Use your turn signals early, allowing .those 
following you enough notice of your intentions. 

The city, with its limited resources, does the best 
job it can. The men and machines are constantly 
responding to the city's needs. But with 2,600 miles 
of road, they can't be everywhere all the time. 

For every driver, the old saying "an ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure," can be very 
readily applied to driving in winter 
weather.— J.D.B. 

HO V offers an option 

The High Occupancy Vehicle (HOV) lanes have 
been getting some bad press. Everyone looks at the 
little-used lanes and cries out against government 
waste. 

If no one is going to usfe it, why keep it, they say. 
If you want to alleviate the traffic problem, let 
everyone, regardless of the number of passengers in 
the car, use the fourth lane. Don't let it sit there 
unused. 

On the other side of the argument, officials are 
saying that is is just a matter of time before 
motorists adjust their habits and start car-pooling 
to take advantage of the new iane. 

Both of these views have the same aim in mind- 
lower the traffic on the Expressway. The first one 
has a short term goal in mind and the second one is 
looking long term. 

The first proposal gives everyone immwliate 
gratification.

Growing up in Massachusetts 
gave me a much different per- 
spective on winter than most 
people I know in Virginia Beach. 

Frankly. I LOVE WINTER! 

Of course, winter in New 
England is different than down 
here. In this area, it seems that a 
few storms come every January 
or Febbary that leave everything 
a mess. The weather is not con- 
sistently cold enough to freeze the 
ground before the snow comes. 
So, when it does descoid, the first 
wave of snow melts, only to 
quickly freeze into slick sheets of 
thin ice as the troublesome storm 
continues. « 

And because the storms are so 
infrequent, long time residents 
never really get enough practice 
in dealing with this harsh weather 
when they are behind a steering 
wheel. But this is not what win- 
ter, as I know it. is really like. 

I remember well the an- 
ticipation mounting before the 
first snowfall. The days got shorter 
and the ground froze solid. 
Whenever you went outside you 
saw your chilled breath hanging 
in the crisp air. The icy wind soon 
found its way to your skin and 
the coldness set in if you weren't 
bundled up snuggly. '^ 

No (me really became concerned 
when the first storm came. 
The kids got excited but everyone 
knew that there were many more 
to come. You just shifted into a 
winter mode" and accepted the 
unavoidable. 



One of my favorite things 
to do was to take a late 
night walk during a snow- 
fall.

By midwinter, shovelling 
sidewalks and driveways became 
almost routine. The steady rum- 
ble of sand-laden trucks with 
monstrous plows became com- 
monplace as they piled mounds 
of frigid snow in the corners of 
parking lots or pushed it off the 
road. The sounds of the sleigh- 
bells of yesteryear are replaced by 
ching- chang of tire chains. 



Slopes where children played 
"King of the HUl" during the 
summer transformed into snowy 
winter wonderiands of sleds and 
toboggans. Snowball fights were 
common and the local swimming 
holes iced over, making way for 
hockey games and "figure 
eights" for anyone who defied 
the cold. 

One of my favorite things to do 
was to take a late night walk 
diffing a snowfall.

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Substance abuse in school: who Market correction is buying opportunity

So much Hits been written 
about the scourge of drugs in 
society it is difficult to find any 
new titles to catch the attention 
of readers. Drugs and alcohol in 
the classroom has, in recent , 
years, begun to be recognized as a 
problem of huge proportion and 
potential. 

Obvius cases of substance 
abuse are easily recognized by the 
disruptive, aggressive, or 'spaced 
out' behaviors of affected 
students. But what about the 
bwderline students? Do we have 
to wait until '-'obvious' behaviors 
occur before a student can be 
referred for assistance? 

Last weelc, the House of 
Delegates of the Virginia General 
Assembly passed House Bill (HB) 
491, commonly referred to as the 
mandatory drug reporting bill. 
HB 491; initiated by Attorney 
General Mary Sue Terry, s^ys in 
part: 

"Any school employee who 
has reasonable cause to believe 
that a student in the school is 
using or abusing ajcohol, 
marijuana, or controlled sub- 
stances shall report such 
knowledge or belief to the school 
administrator...." 

When a report is made, a 
school administrator must in- 
vestigate the matter, including in- 
terviewing the student involved 
and appropriate counselors. 
Again, ji^quctte from rtB<»l." ^'S^"- 

"When the schbor latfv' 
ministrator finds sufficient fac- 
tual basis for the report and 
parental involvement would 
facilitate treatment, the ad- 
ministrator shall report the mat- 
ter to the parents...." 

The bill further grants con- 



fidentiality to and immunity 
fri)m civil action to the reporting 
party. 

It would be appropriate at this 
time to say that teachers and 
other school employees are very 
concerned about the suspected 
use of illegal substances in school 
and the classroom management 
problems that result from their 
use. 

Further, due to the lack of 
clear reporting procedures and 
protection from the possible reper- 
cussions of reporting ^ suspected 
student, teachers have been reluc- 
tant to set themselves up for 
possible social and legal dif- 
ficulties. Concerns about suspected 
students can now be ad- 
dressed. 

Perhaps borderline abusers can 
now be detected and helped 
before they get to be "obvious* in 
their conduct and apF)earance. 
Teachers can now comfortably be 
part of a redemptive process and 
act out of a sincere desire to help, 
rather than react out of fear for 
their personal well-being and for 
the safety of the rest of their 
students. 

Why immunity and confiden- 
tiality? It is probably impossible 
to find a more sensitive subject to 
parents than the possiblity that a 
son or daughter is a drug or 
alcohol abuser. Nor is there a less 
predictable reaction to such an 
accusation. 

It is a very real probability that 
the source of such a suggestion 
would be the target of reprisal. Ir~^ 
is also very probable that 



emotion would over-rule reason 
and the need to help the student 
would become a secondary issue.; 

While the administration 
carries out its investigation, the 
teacher can continue to do his or 
her job - teach the rest of the 
kids. 

What about the rights of the 
student? The bill speaks to that as 
well. Any school employee who 
reports a student for suspected 
substance abuse must act "...in 
good faith with reasonable cause 
and without malice..." Immunity 
rests on an employee's ability to 
withstand a legal test of this 
caveat in HB 491. 

Supporters and detractors alike 
find weaknesses or have one con- 
cern or another about this bill, 
but the VEA and the Attorney 
General feel that it's another 
significant step in resolving the 
problem of drugs and alcohol in 
school. 

School employees, however, 
can't do it all. We've talked 
about being 'Partners in Learn- 
ing.' We're ready to be partners 
in helping our students who have 
fallen prey to the deadly practices 
of drug and alcohol use. We hope 
that parents are ready also.

' And, do big money managers 
get scared? Just like us ordinary 
folks. The N.Y Times went 



around last week and interviewed 
a few of these guys and found 
some that were scared stiff 
fearing that the recent rally could 
evaporate as fast as It began. 

But we can draw some solace 
from that concern; markets do 
not top when people are nervous. 
The fact is: this market needs 
some correcting. 

We still have the fundamentals 
that are drivii\g this market; an 
ocean of liquidity, the absence of 
suitable investment alternatives, 
foreign investors and the IRA 
season. 

Add to that the fact that inv 
vestment manago^ are becoming 
less happy with real estate in- 
vestments and, as indicated by 
the Chrysler pension fund 
managers, total return on stocks 
now seem more appealing than 
bonds. 

We do not expect any correc- 
tion to exceed much more than 5 
percent or 100 to 125 points. Once 
some consoUdation takes 
place, we expect the bull market 
to resume with krts of iood stuff 
taking place in the first half of 
the year. , 

i^azingly, this market resem- 
bles August of 1982 when the bull 
began and it took about three 



months before the initial 
momentum was sp?nt. We could 
see more market volatility ahead 
before the market settles down 
and investors come back in 
looking for bargains created by a 
correction. 

Money managers continue to 
stress the cyclical and technol<^ 
stocks that have been under- 
owned and under-loved for the 
past few years. IBM is a case in 
point which led the last 100 point 
rally despite very soft quarterly 
earnings. 

Yes, the sharks are circling in 
the waters of Wall Street and the 
bears will enjoy the honey of a 
correction. But this market has 
the talent to amaze. A buy signal 
has been sounded for the first 
half of this year and we would be 
ready with our sUTopping list of 
stocks to buy on discounts. 

Finally, under the rules of the 
Super Bowl forecaster, the Giants 
had to win in order for the bull 
market to continue. We hope you 
Denver fans understand.

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traditional landfills without 
castly safeguards ar^ potential 
mvironmental and health hazaids. 
In many localities the cost of 
solid waste management is 
second only to education. These 
costs are expected to rise because 
of tougher regulations necessary 
to safeguard public health. 

Furthermore, these stricter 
requirements have ^slowed permit 
i^jproval. ITie state has not issued 
to local governments a single 
new-location sanitary landfill 
permit since December, 1985. 

There are currently about 30 
active applications pending, the 
longest for IS months. New and 
stricter regulations, hopefully. 
wfU stimulate innovative 
measures for managing waste 
products. 

Isn't it a shame that we call it 
waste? Aluminum, glass and 
paper can all be recycled and 
reused. Yard and food materials 
yield a high-grade compost. 

Recycling significantly reduces 
manufacturing costs and conserves 
precious raw materials. An 
example of missed opportunities is 
the startling revelation that the 
largrat bulk product exported 
from the port of New York is 
waste paper. 

One approach to the solid 
waste problem currently in vogue 
among Virginia municipalities 
calls fof incineration. "Resource 
recovery" is the term used, and it 
involves burning trash to 
generate energy. 

Proponents of inceneration ex- 
tol the i«ductk)n of vdume to 
conserve landfill space, and it is 
considered by many to be a sim- 
ple method of waste 
management. Simplistic might be 
more appropriate. 

Incinerators when operating 
dTiciently can reduce significant- 
ly the total volume to be land- 
filled. But at what cost? The 
following factors should also be 
considered: 

•A mass bum incinerator in- 
volves immediate capital outlay 
of at least $50 million and 
requires hugh amounts of trash 
to be cost justified. 
, •Airborn? dis^^harge of toxic 
f. (^eiBiq>l5„.(acid*,,.ao4, 4ip|»ins) 
'.poses, a threat to the air we 
breathe, as well as contamination 
of surface and ground water. 
This can be detrimental to forests 
and the food chain both on land 
and in streams which feed the 
Chesapeake Bay... and includes 
you and me. 

•Ash residue of mass-burn in- 
cinerators contains heavy metals 
— and «ther toxic matwials which 
must be disposed of very 
carefully. These substances, 
because of their concentration in 
the ash, will quickly leach into 
ground water unless sealed with 
an impermeable lining. 

Consider recent history: the 
removal of lead from auto fuel 
has taken years but is almost ac- 
complished. We are just begin- 
^ning to address the dedm^tion of 
forests and lakes by add riin. 

At a time when we are trying 
desperately- to save the Bay, can 
we afford, consciously, to release 
more contaminants into our air, 
soil md water? The earth and its 
atmosphere are a closed system. 
It can only accommodate so 
much. 

Already we are sitting on an 
assortment of "time bombs" 
created by the careless disposal of 
various chemicals, including 
pestiddes and unknown materials 
dumped in isolated locations, as 
well as rusting underground fud 
tanks. 

Our future quality of life has 
been compromised by such prac- 
tices. The negative impact 
already has begun and will con- 
tinue to httint us for y«rs to come 
as deteriorating containers begin 
to leak and thdr contents seep in- 
to the soil. 

In the words of the inimitable 
Pogj, "we have met the eaexm 
and it is us." 

Our dilemma? How to avoid 
this cbllision course. The 
challenge: to develop community 
incentives to recycle, re-use, re- 
procKS or compost whenever 
there is an alternative to bum or 
bury. 

The technol(«y is available. 
Now! The time is right. Now! 

There is before the General 
Assembly a proposal which, if 
enacted, will give impetus this ef- 
fort. The first hurdle will be to 
focus attention on what is otho-- 
wise a subject long neglect^. 
Will you hdp?

The citizens of Virginia Beach 
want to live in a quality city. 
One that will ejidure, and not 
rapidly tarnish when its 
newness has worn off. 

If that is the basic message to 
be gleaned from the citizens' 
concerns during 1986, it should 
be the focus for Council's 
agenda In 1987. Quality control 
requires constant attention and 
an adherence to high standards 
in order to improve the city as 
an environment for living. 

The year 1986 was a tran- 
sition year for Virginia Befch. 
The maturation^ of the city 
reached a point where the con- 
cerns of its adolescence, and its 
spirited growth spurt, began to 
yield to concerns for the main- 
tenance of a developed city and 
the problems of its aging . 

The notion that there is a 
need for better planning than 
was evident in earl^r vcars 
gained broader acceptance. 
This public attitude is the foun- 
dation upon which the Council 



can establish a mandatei,,for 
quality in the proposals that 
come before it. 

The year 1987 will be a time 
of testing. To see whether the 
Council consolidates its rcpon- 
siveness to the public's percep- 
tion of a need for quality, and 
to see whether the broader 
leadership in the commiinity 
joins in and supports the im- 
plemetation of quality control 
as the process of city building 
progresses. 

Quality control by its nature 
is not the path of least resistance. 
It requires effort and 
discipline. But it rfeults in 
enhanced value and something 
worth preserving. In the end it 
yields a product one can take 
pride in being identified with. 

As the year begins, there is 
much to suggest the dty as a 
whole will pass the test, and 
Virginia Beach will emerge as 
the jewd of the East Coast. 
That should be oqr legacy. 

With the year drawing <o a 
close and the- press of the 
holidays, Council's actions in 



December were fewer in num- 
ber than the previous months of 
the year. Notable among its ac- 
tions were the following. 

•Tax Increase. In response to 
the vole in the November bond 
referenda. Council adjusted the

real estS tax rate of 88.7— per 
$100 of assessed^ vdue toJund 
the school and road projects 



endorsed by the voters. The in- 
crease is effective July I, 1987 
and first payable on December 
5, 1987. 

Even with this tax enhance- 
ment, Virginia Beach retains 
its enviable tax rate. No 
municipality in Virginia over 
100,000 in population has 
anything close to this rate. An 
increase of 25% would still 
leave the city with the lowest 
real estate tax in Virginia 
among its largest cities. 

It seems appropriate to 
comment, following the 
discussion on quality above, 
that quality usually comes at a 
premium price. The Council 
and staff have been attempting 
to provide high quality at a 
discount prices The degree of 
success achieved d^erves high 
praise from the public. 

•Atlantic Avenue Cir- 
culation. Under the auspices of 
the Resort Area Advisory 
Commission, which haimmered 
out a drculation plan for the 
resort area with various in- 
terested parties, including the 



Hotel and Motel Owners 
Association, the Council was 
presented with an Atlantic 
Avenue Circulation Concept 
Plan, together with a' plan for ii| 
three block demonstratiorf 
project. ; 

llie plan constitutes a key td 
further decisions by the RAAG 
for the resort area. The plad 
won the endorsement of thd 
Council, which looks forward : 
to further pr<^ess under the 
Commissions missions. 

•Manidpal Center Expan^ 
•Ion. The Council approved the! 
appropriation1)f $1,000,000 foii 
the purchase of approximately; 
38 acres east of the Miuiidpa£ 
Cento- and across North Land-; 
ing Roa4. Together with th^ 
acreage purchased in July, land' 
acquisition for future munidfwl 
use continguous to the existing 
complex has required the ex- 
penditure of $5,492,000 in 
1986.

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Naval Reserve names Sundberg top recruiter

Linda M. (Lynn) Sundberg 
becomes enthui^iastic when she 
talks about her job. 

"The Naval Reserve is one of 
^he finest organizations that this 
government can offer anybody," 
says Sundberg, a Naval Reserve 
recruiter assigned to the Naval 
and Marine Corps Reserve Cen- 
ter at the Little Creek Naval Am- 
phibious base. 

That kind of conviction has 
translated into success for herself 
and the Naval Reserve. In 
December, she was named top 
recruiter in the nation for the 
Naval Reserve. 

She earned the honor by 
bringing some 160 persons into 
the Naval Reserve during fiscal 
year 1986-188 percent of her 
assigned goal. 

For her achievements, Sund- 
berg was advanced to chief petty 
officer and awarded the Navy 
Commendation Medal at a 
ceremony at Naval Reserve 
headquarters in New Orleans. 
Making the presentations was 
Vice Admiral Cecil J. Kempf, the 
chief of Naval Reserve. 

Sundberg is the daughter of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. Arthur J. Jor- 
dan Sr., of Grafton, Va. She 
graduated in 1967 from York 
High School in Yorktown. 

The Navy has long been part of 
the life of the new chief petty of- 
ficer. 

"My father was a naval officer 
during World War II and my 
mom worked in the Newport

News shipyard," she says. 

In 1966 she met and married a 
young sailor, Seaman Apprentice 
Peter D. Sundberg, then assigned 
to a submarine at Norfolk. He is 
now a chief petty officer and 
photojournalist assigned to the 
Norfolk Naval Base. 

"I had always wanted to go in 
the Navy myself," Sundberg 
says. "But we had heard a lot of 



stories about married couples 
being assigned to duty stations on 
different coasts or in different 
parts of the world, so I put it 
off." 

After accompanying her 
husband to duty statiims in Nor- 
folk; New London, Conn.; San 
Diego and Hawaii, she first learned 
of opportunities in the Naval 
Reserve while living in 
Washington, D.C. 

Because of civilian ad- 
ministative expereince, Sundberg 
was able to enter the Naval 
Reserve in 1978 as a petty officer 
second class with a yeoman (ad- 
ministrative clerk) designation. 

She served with various Naval 
Reserve units as a drilling reser- 
vist-one weekend a month, two 
weeks a year-until converting to 
active duty as a Naval Reserve 
recruiter in May, 1984. 

"When I was a drilling reser- 
vist, I really enjoyed those two 
weeks a year. I really love my 
family, but during those two 
weeks I wasn't somebody's 
mommy and I wasn't somebody's 
secretary. I was just Petty Officer 
Sundberg." 

"So I had some second 
thoughts about going on active 
duty. But when I thought about it 
I decided that the Navy wasn't 
taking away my two weeks, they 
were giving me 50 more," she 
says. 

Sundberg's award-winning, 
performance as a recruiter was 
the second year in which she 
gained national honors. The 
prior year she h&d been runner- 
up for the top spot. 



She believes having the right 
attitude is the key to success as a 
recruiter. "When I talk to new 
recruiters, I tell them the main 
thing is you really have to believe 
in the program." 

Lynn Sundberg does, without 
hesitation. 

"What my job is about, and 
what the Naval Reserve is about, 
is helping people," she asserts. 
"This program can help so many 
people, esDecially the younger 



ones. Whether it's the chance to 
learn something new, to meet 
new people, to travel, to make 
some extra money, or just the 
satisfaction of serving your coun- 
try, there are so many benefits to 
be had." 

Another key quality common 
to good recruiters, she points out, 
is honesty. 

"That applicant sitting in my 
office is the most important per- 
son in the world to me," she says. 
"I owe it to them to be com- 
pletely honest with them. I don't 
make promises the Navy can't 



keep, ana l guarantee them only 
one thing-that I'll be completely 
honest with them." 

In addition to meeting and 
counseling potential recruits in 
her office, her schedii'c is made 
up of a continuous round of 
meetings with active military 
commands (to make those about 
to leave active duty aware of 
reserve op|3A>rtunities), service 
organizations, church groups, 
and others. 

"If they have a room and some 
time, I'll talk to them," she says 
with a smile.

The fifth annual Virginia Sport 
Fisliermen's Forum will be held 
Saturday, Feb. 7, at the Virginia 
Beach Pavilion Convention Cen- 
ter from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. and will 
run concurrently with the Mid- 
Atlantic Sports and Boat Show. 

The Forum is coordinated by 
the Sea Grant Marine Advisory 
Services of the Virginia Institute 
of Marine Science of the College 
of William and Mary and 
cosponsored by the Virginia 
Federation of Anglers. 

Topics for this year's coastal 
fishing leaders will cover on'shwe 
and bay fishing activities. "How- 
to" sessions on fishing 
techniques will be combined with 
discussions of local fisheries 
management issues. Inshore 
fishermen will be provided an 
update on the declining 
recreational summer flounder 
fishery, particularly the catches 
of larger fish. Outlining current 
concerns on the situation will be [

of Marine Science. Musick will be 
initiating fiounder tagging studies 
in the spring.

City Council votes to ban all new billboards

City Q>uncil has banned idl 
new biUboards in the city. 

And, to better its stami againti 
billb(wrds, the dty is in the 
process of cancelling leas» on 
billboards in other parts of the 
state which advertise the attri- 
tions of tl% beach. 

The billlKMrd ban vote was not 
unanimous. In the 7-3 vote, 
Councilmen Johi A. Baam, 
Robert E. Featrcis and Jeha L. 
Perry were in the minority. 
Councilman HarM Rdsdirtar 
was absent. 

(^^K>rition to the ban also wi^ 
expmsed by the billboard in- 
dustry and the Virginia Beach 
Council of the Hampton RcHUls 
Chamber of Commerca. 

Under the ordinance, no new 
billb(Mrds wiU be permitted and 
enstii^ billbov-ds will be allowed 
to roaain under the grandfatho' 
clause. This m«ms they camuH 



be repUu^ or repaired if the cost, 
is more than 50 p^cent of the 
value of the board.

An industry spokesperson 
asked that the bUlboard com- 
panies be alloi^ to repair or 
rdocate their agns to make then! 
more i^thetically ple^ng. 

McQanan rqilied that for five 
yau^ dty representatives have 
n^ with masbo^ of the industry 



and no effort was made to clean 
up. She^said she was disappointed 
that Council had to look at what 
was good for all of the dty. 

She mad the billboard ban was 
part of the dty's overall ap- 
proach to improve the dty's ap- 
pearance and that the dty would 
see a real improvement to the 
city's general appearance. 

Tkewu Fionaders, Virginia 
Beach Council chairman of the 
Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Commerw, said the Chamber's 
qipoBticm was t»sed on the fun- 
damental principle that a 
businss has the basic right to 
enga^ in free enterprise. He said 
banning billboards will ultimately 
eliminate the industry.

Firefighters 

We all know the various dangers posed to those 
who work for the city as firefighters. The line of 
work they chooie exposes them to life threatening 
situations. Wh« th^ arc at work, their lives are on 
the 1^. 

But there are other difficulties that are often 
overlooked. Challenges in their profession that few 
people know about. Take, for example, the job of 
driving a fire truck. 

The city owns one type of truck commonly 
referred to as a "bucket truck." At the top of its 
85-foot laddo- is a platform for a firefighter to 
stand, from which he can direct water from the 
truck's hose. On the road, this platform sits in 
front of, and slightly above the cab. The driver 
must use extra caution to operate while 
maneuvering in traffic. 

Though causing no difficulty in seeing the road 
while drivings if stopped at a stoplight the bucket 
attachment forces the driver to poke his head out 
the window or lean forward low on the dashboard 
to see when the light turns green. 

Consckr the i»x>bkm of findiog individual homes 

in the midst of the ever-growing city. By the time a 

new map comes out, it is alre^uly incomplete 

because of new streets being added daUy. Constant 

review of the layout of the city is necessary. 

Then there is the matter of finding the closest fire 
hydrants at the scene of a fire. To the casual ob- 
server, they seem to be everywhere, but that isn't 
always the case. Knowing where they are before 
they get to the fire is important: If they can't find 
one when they arrive, precious time is lost. 

When a fire occurs in buiklings swdi as a mall or 
large office^ complex, one^f the most important 
things is to get to the air vents in the roof and open 
them up. One driver at Fire House 16 on Plaza 
Trail studies aerial photos of the sections of the city 
he operates in to see the locations of these vents on 
the tops of buildings. 

And then there is the matter of fighting fires in 
the cumbersome gear that is worn. Necessary as 
protection from heat and smoke, the boots, coat, 
pants, helmet and breathing apparatus that all 
firefighters are required to wear weighs over 50 
pounds. That would slow down anyone. 

As for the schedule, some like it and some don't. 
Most of us expect to work an eight hour day. The 
regiJarity is easy to adapt to, and because so many 
others work that way, scheduling events outside of 
work is easy. Not so for the fireman. 

Being on call for 24 hours and then off for 48 
hours can be wearisome. Family schedules operate 
somewhat differently than nei^bors and friends. 
The stress of the irregular hours can. affect the men 
and women who work as firefighters as well as their 
families. 

But firefighters know this is part of their job. 
They love the work in spite of the difficulties. In 
some cases, the difficulties are the challenges that 
bring out their best. Through it all, the service they 
provide for the community is invaluable. Next time 
you see your local firefighter, tell him "Thanks."- 
J.D.B.

promises are not met in the 
prtqxMed School Board budget. 

For Uie sake of education in 
our dty, let's hope that this 
yor's salary settlement is a one- 
year anomdy and not an end to 
progress toward making our 
teacha salaries competitive. In 
light of the well docum^ted 
teadier shortage and the need to 
be at least regionally competitive, 
long-term failure to improve 
teacher salaries will turn our dty 
off the path to educational ex- 
cellence. 

Why should a young college 
graduate, seeking employment as 
a teacher, choose to teach in 



Virginia Beach? His starting 
salary would be higher in 
Chesapeake, Norfolk, Ham- 
pton, Newport News, York, and 
Williamsburg/ James City. 

His earnings after twenty yrars 
of serviM would be greater in 
Chesapeake, York, and Norfolk. 

His classes would be smaller in 
every district in the ^ate excqpt 
Grayson County. 

The attraction of our surf and 
sand diminishes as the reputation 
of our traf flc jams sprea<U. 

The attraction of the once 
pastoral Princess Anne County is 
edipsed by our reputation as the 
stite's largest dty. 

When over half of our teachers 
retire over the next twenty years, 
will we be in a position to attract 
able replaconents?

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Council bans all new billboards

Chamber Council chairman, Dan 
Arris, a planning commission^-, 
voted in favor of the ban. 

B.H. Bridges Jr. said that he 
has spent hundr^s of hours over 
the past 17 years toward a goal of 
banning billboards. He said the 
ban will not get rid of the 
ugliness, but put a cap on it. 

He served four years on two 
may(m' Mllboard committees, he 
said and has supported a ban and 
an increase in the billboard tax 
from $10 to $1000 a year. He also 
sakl that driven cm Holland Road 
or Virginia Beach Boulevard or 
Lynnhavoi Parkway do not need 
any distractions. In Vermont, he 
said, tourism has increase evoy 
year since billboards wo^e banned 
there. 

The Peims^vaffia I^tch coun- 
try in Pouisylvania, he said, is 



losing tourists because they are 
turned off by the ugliness of 
billboards. 

He said no beautiful roadways 
exist at the beach north of the 
green line except for Shore Drive 
at Seashore State Park and Fort 
Story which have no billboards. 

Kay McN^ attorney for the 
Southern Environmental Law 
Ceata, presented leg^ precedmt 
suppoting billboard bans on the 
basis of safety and aesthetia. 

Baum saw the ban as favoring 
one type of advertising over 
another. 

Suiqx>rting the ban were Ray 
LeScHM and Loo Pace. 

Pace said that both the Hunt 
Qub Forest Civic League and the 
Courdiouse/SandMd^ i^^MUtkni 
sunxjrt the ban. As for putting

She said that no one men- 
tioned that billboards were a 
problon. 

She asked that the city consider 
allowing the rdocadon of existing 
billboards and rebuilding. 

Perry charged that the or- 
dinance was discriminatory. 

"Ban this and we're going to 
ban something else." he said, 
"until we take the little people 
and ban them." 

Baum said he was concerned 
about the ban as opposed to 
regulation.

Who makes those 
big fire engines? 

Have you ever wondered who 
builds the fire trucks that you see 
sitting inside the fire staticm? 

Building fire engines is a slow 
process, taking anywhere from 
four to dght months to build just 
one pumper or ladder truck. 

There are more than 100 
manufacturers of fire apparatus 
in the United States. A custwn 
pumper costs approximately 
$120,000 and a ladder truck 
around $350,000. 

Hie first fire engine in the 
United States wm built in Lon- 
drai and was ddivered to Bo^OQ 
in 1676. This "wigine" was a. 
pumper, a tublike woodai box 
three feet long and eightem in- 
ches wide. It was «iuiiq)ed with 
carrying handks aiui a <Srei^-f«ce 
pump which came with a nnril 



hose. A bucket brigade was 
required to keq} the tub filled as 
the hose played the irater on the 
fire. 

Virginia Beach recdved its first 
fire truck in May of 1925. A used 
Seagrave pamper was purchased 
from the Silver Spring Fire 
Department in Marybmd. 

This pumper was very difficult 
to start but whoi the old red 
englM started, she could pump 
for hours.

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Stroke: learn more about its 
prevention and treatment 



Stroke can often be prevented. 

In fact, the death rate from 
stroke has fallen as much as 43 
percent since 1970. This decline 
in deaths has come about, in 
part, because of new diagnostic 
tests and treatments. In addition, 
many Americans are adopting 
sensible health habits which 
lower the risk for stroke. 

Yet stroke remains a leading 
cause of death among the elderly 
and is responsible for a large 
number of nursing home ad- 
missions. 

What U A Stroke? 

Stroke is a sudden disruption 
in the flow of blood to an area of 
the brain. Deprived of blood, the 
affected brain cells either become 
damaged or die. While cell 
damage can often be repaired and 
the lost function regained, the 
death of brain cells is permanent 
and results in disability. There 
are three major types of stroke: 

The thrombotic stroke is most 
common. Fatty deposits 
(plaques) build up in the arteri« 
(blood vessels) that sui^y blood 
to the brain. Thiis severely 
reduces the blood flow until, 
eventually, a clot or lump (called 
a thrombus) in an artery entirely 
blocks the path of blood. 

An embolic stroke results when 
a blood clot forms somewhere 
else in the body (usually in ar- 
teries of the heart or neck), and 
the clot (embolus) travels through 
the circulatory system to the 
brain. 

A hemorrhagic stroke is the 
most severe type of stroke. It oc- 
curs when a blood vessel in the 
brain bursts, allowing blood to 
pour into the brain outside of 
normal channels. 

Diagnosis And Treatment 

A stroke is a medical condition 
that requirjes. immediate care. 
Patients may "be treated by the 
family physician or interiiist, oi 
may be referred to a neurologist, 
a doctor who specializes in 
diagnosing and treating disorders 
of the brain. The neurologist first 
evaluates the patient to determine 
if a stroke in progress has been 
completed. The entire episode 
can last from minutes to hours 
and sometimes (although rarely) 
days. 

An early diagnosis is mtfide by 
evaluating symptoms, reviewing 
the patient's medical history, and 
performing routine tests. Tests 
that may be given include an elec- 



trocardiogram (a test that 
measures the electrical activity of 
the heart), and electroen- 
cephalogram (a test that 
measures nerve cell activity in the 
brain), and a computerized 
tomography (CT) scan (a painless 
technique that can assess brain 
damage). The CT scan uses a 
computer to construct black and 
white pictures of the brain from 
X-rays beamed through the h«ui. 

Treatment ^gins as soon as 
the stroke is (tiagnosed to ensure 
that no further damage to brain 
cells occurs. Strong drugs, called 
anticoagulants, may be 
prescribed to prevent blood clots 
from becoming larger; or, in the 
case of a hemorrhagic stroke, 
drugs may be prescribed to lower 
the blood pressure which is 
usually high. 

What You Can Do 
To Prevent Stroke 

Stroke was once viewed as a 
single devastating attack, but we 
now know it develops over a 
period of many years. The risk 
factors or conditions that lead to 
stroke include high blood 
pressure, atherosclerosis*, heart 
disease, diabetes, smoking, and 
being overweight. 

You can help prevent stroke by 
taking these steps: 

•Control your blood pressure. 
Have your blood pressure 
diecked regularly, and if it is high, 
follow your doctor's advice on 
how to lower it. 

•Stop smoking. 

•Eat a healthy diet thut in- 
cludes protein sources low in 
cholesterol (such as chicken, 
turkey, fish, and beans), skim- 
med milk, fruits, and vegetables. 

•Exercise regularly. There is 
evidence that exercise strengthens 
the heart and improves cir- 
culation. It will also help in 
wei^ control: begin ovf»^eight 
increases the chance of 
developing high blood pressure, 
heart disease, and 

atherosclerosis. Check with your 
doctor about what is an ap- 
propriate weight for your height 
and age. 

•Control diabetes. If un- 
treated, diabetes can cause 
destructive changes in the blood 
vessels through the body. 

•Promptly report warning 
signs to your doctor. Transient 
ischemic attacks (TIA's) are the 
clearest warning that a stroke 
may occur; they produce tem-

porary stroke-like symptoms 
such as numbness or weakness ill 
an arm or leg, difficulty with 
speech, unexplained headaches, 
dizziness, momentary blindness, 
and impaired judgement . 
ItehaMUtatlon 

Rehabilitation should begin as 
soon as possible after ,the 
patient's condition is stable. It 
consists of varioBs types, of 
therapy: phyrical therapy helps 
strengthen muscles and improves 
balance and coordination 
(patients may learn to use 
mechanical aids such as walker, 
crutches, a cane, or bracef); 
speech and langiiage therapy 
helps those whose speech has 
been damaged; occupational 
therapy helps improve eye-hand 
coordination and strengthens 
skills needed to wash and dress, 
use tools, or prepare food. 

Rehabilitation usually begins 
while the patient is still in the 
hospital and, for most, continues 
at hoitie. Healtii care experts 
(physicians, physical and oc- 
cupational therapists, nurses, 
social workers, atid speech and 
language specialists) work 
together as a team to coordinate 
activitin that will help the patient 
as well as the patient's family . 

Progress in rehabilitation 
varies from person to person. For 
some, recovery' is completed 
within weeks following a stroke; 
for others, it may take many 
months or years.

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High health care costs may make you sicker 



,Once upon a time, if you were 
old enough for Medicare, you 
thought your medical expense 
worries were over. Today, the 
unfortunate truth is that your 
^rries may only have bcfun. 
Ibday's seniors are spending a 
h^or proportion of their in- 
o6mes on health care than they

Less 
h«dthy than the ovmUl dderly 
population, this group frequoitly 
saw one-fourth to one^hird of 
their incomes consumed^by out- 
of-pocket medical expenses. 

Although Medicare and 
Medicaid were intended to make 
hndth care affordable for the 
elderly and the poor, they've 
faUm far short of their promise. 
Qlaring inadequacies in both 
programs have pushed out-of- 
pocket costs to crisis levels and 



made health care inaccessible for 
millions of seniors. 

Medicare's most obvious short- 
coming is the wide variety of 
services it simply doesn't cover. 
For example. Medicare doesn't 
pay for prescription drugs, a 
costly item for seniors whose lives 
often depend on daily 
medications. Also excluded are 
any costs associated with dental 
care, prosthetic devices, eye 
glasses or basic preventive ser- 
vice, such as checkups. 

The greatest gap in Medicare 
coverage is the least understood- 
79 percent of seniors canvassed 
by a recent Gallup Poll believed 
that nursing home and home 
health care costs were covered. 



Sadly, they were wrong. 

Even those services which are 
covered under Medicare involve 
substantial out-of-pocket expen- 
ditures. Under Part A, which 
covers hospitalization, seniors 
must pay a high deductible before 
Medicare kicks in. In 1981, when 
President Reagan took office, 
that deductible was $204. Now it 
stands at $496~a full 141 percent 
higher-and it will increase to 
$320 in 1917! * 

Similarly, the Medicare Part B 
premium, which buys coverage 
for physidan services, jumped 
61.3 percmt over the same period 
to $186. On top of the premium,' 
seniors subscribing to Medicare

Hie favorable results for which 
medicines are designed and 
prescribed-to minimize suf- 
fering, help in healing, eliminate 
the nMd for other medical treat- 
ment, etc.-can only happen 
when the patient is 
knowledgeable enough to know 
what he or she can do or not do 
when taking prescribed 
medicines. But most people don't 
ask questions when they receive a 
prescription. And few bother to 
read the instructions that phar- 
macies stick on bottles and 
packages of medicines which 
carry extra hazardous risks. Doc- 
tors feel if patients don't ask they 
already know. 

The next time your doctor 
issues you a prescription ask: 
What effect wiD this have on me? 
What foods or other medlcatioiu 
should I avoid? When should I 
take it, with or wjthQj^t fodd.

if you fail to inquire. 



Part B must pay another $75 an- 
nual deductible fee, 20 percent of 
all phv^ician charges, and all 
physician charges that exceed the 
Medicare-prescribed maximum 
rates. 

It is widely, though falsely, 
assumed that at least the elderly 
poor are protected from 
Medicare's deficiencies by 
Medicaid, the health care 
program for the indigent. Under 
Medicaid, virtually all of 
Medicare's cost-sharing features 
are covered, as arc most of the 
services Medicare excludes, such 
as prescription drugs and nursing 
home care. 

Contrary to ctmunon assump- 
tion, however, only a small per- 
centage of the ddaly poor receive 
Medicaid coverage. Of those 
non-insti^^utionalized seniors 
whose incomes fall below the 
poverty line, nearly two out of 
three receive no Medicaid 
assistance at all. 

The situation is not entirely 
grim; three significant develop- 
ments may help ease the out-of- 
pocket health crisis that seniors 
face. First, seniors in many 
communities are working on 
"Medicare assignment" cam- 
paigns to pressure doctors to 
limit their fees to the Medicare- 
I»escribed rates. By persuading 
doctors to bill Medicare directly 



and to refrain from assessing 
patients any additional charges, 
seniors are winning substantial 
savings. 

Second, eight states (Connec- 
ticut, Delaware, Illinois, 
Maryland, Minnesota, New Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania, and Rhode 
Island) have enacted laws to help 
subsidize seniors' prescription 
drugs. Generally, they target 
support to those with incomes 
below $12^000 or $15,000. 
Similar proposals are pending in 
other sute legislatures . 

Finally, Congress has just 
passed new legislation that will 
allow states to extend Medicaid 
eligibili|y to all seniors, disabled 
people'.'pregnant mothers and in- 
fants whose incomes fall below 
the poverty line. iSipce most of 
the costs will be picked up by the 
federal government, tjiere is 
reason to hope that many states 
wiU opt to widen eligibility. 

These three developments are 
merely stopgaps. Nevertheless, 
they can bring considerable relief 
to large numbers of seniors 
squeezed by out-of-pocket 
medical expenses. And, as they 
are debated, perhaps public 
awareness will grow of the dire 
need not only for improvemoits 
like these but for a major 
overhaul of our ailing health care 
system. ' **

dty really grew, that professional 
firefighters started to outnumber 
the volunteers, he said. 

Now the city has 16 stations 
and 240 paid professionals on 
duty. The 240 firefighters work in 
24-hour shifts, on duty one day 
and off for two. Grube likes this 
system. 

"I don't mind being on duty 
for 24 hours," he said. "On the 
two days off I am able to spend 
lots of time with my son Timothy 
and babysit while my wife Brenda 
works." He is also working on a 
book about :firefightlns;nd can 
dotha^dtHillflHS^tkitfY>{fltir< ^ r 

The fire department's con- 
tinual challenge, said Grube, is to 
keep up with the city's growth. 
"R^t now we have 19 pumper 
trucks, five ladder trucks and 
three water tankers," he said. In 
June, the department added a 
105-foot ladder truck and at the 
end of February they will get 
another one. 

As for personnel, the fire 
department is always looking for 
new recruits. 

"There are 10 new people 
training right now at the training 
center," he said, "but we could 
use more firemen in the field. " 

"We answered 3,500 fire calls 
last year," he continued. That's 
up from 2,100 calls in 1975. 



There were also nearly 4,500 
rescue and emergency calls. And 
firefighting doesn't just mean 
house fires. 

"It can be buildings," he said. 
"Or it could be a boat, bus, (x a 
dumpster. We are also called out 
to every car accident too. Since 
we usually get tiien before the 
ambulance and we ore trained as 
emergency medical technicians, 
we can deal with any injuries. But 
we also check for gas leaks, 
disconnect the battery and put . 
down foam if necessary. " 

To answer the needs of a ' 
gikxtving dty, new stitiofls are 
Hbeii^ baRV'^iAtnHaumtommKy 
area to have fire protection close 
at hand. 

The department's response 
time is pretty good, he said. 
"Right now it is about five 
minutes in the urban area of the 
city and seven minutes in the 
more rural areas," he said. 

No matter how many fires he 
has seen, Grube said he is ccm- 
stantly concerned with each inn 
that no one is hurt. There is 
always a possibility that people 
will get injured, he said, "and it 
is such a relief to see everyone 
huddled outside the house, 
sometimes scared, but safe 
because a fire alarm alertcsd than 
to the fire."

A desire to travel launched the 
U.S. Naval career of Petty Of- 
ficer Second Class Marion Miller, 
a British subject. 

Miller approaches her duties 
as an aviation structural 
mechanic with a "do something 
worthwhile" ethic. Her com- 
petency, professionalism and 
willingness to work earned her 
the Naval Air Station Oceana 
Sailor of the Quarter Award. 

Assigned to the air station's 
Aircraft Intermediate Main- 
tenance Department (AIMD), 
Aviation Structural Mechanic 
(Structures) Second . Class 
(AMS2) Miller has been respon- 
sible for the placement of special 
tools into a system of regular and 
continued upkeep. These tools 
require periodic calibration. 

Among other duties. Miller is 
qualified to change and repair the 
huge tires on aircraft. Because of 
this qualification, she is on a 
rotating list to participate in 
squadron two- or three-week 
detachmoits.to bases in Florida. 
Nevada or California. 

She has no qualms about 
leaving her two daughters, 
Christina, age 1 1 and Rachel, age 
9, because Miller says her 
husband Bruce, assigned to VA- 
iS, is "Just as good a mom as I 
artl;*';They met in 1973 when she 
accepted ^ swap transfer to the 
Naval. 'A)F Fadlity in Mildenhal, 
England. 

"There has been military in my 
family for centuries," said the 
London native who originally 
started her military life by joining 
the British Women's Royal Naval 
Service. After serving four years 
and wanting to travel, Miller says 
that she had a crazy notion one 
day, "Could I join the U.S. 
Navy?" 

In 1969 she submitted the 
necessary paperwork and ap- 
plications and after a six-month 
wait, "1 was on my way to Bain- 
bridge, Maryland!" 

A registered alien, Miller 
retains British citizenship in order 
to visit her family. Britain does 
not recognize dual citizenship. 

Miller and her husband both 
have broken service. She left the 
Navy in 1975 because they were 
beginning their family. He left in 



1978 and both took civilian jobs 
working for McDonnell Douglas 
in Tulsa, Oklahoma. 

She was an aviation 
storekeeper handling airplane 
parts and he worked on aircraft. 
When she was laid off, she used 
her veteran's benefits to attend 
college. 

"We saw the handwriting on 
the wall," says Miller when lay- 
offs and an impending strike 
threatened Bruce's income, too. 
"We started looking at our lives 
and realized we werfe in our mid- 
dle 30's and having to face start- 
ing over," explains Miller about 
their return to the Navy in 1984. 

"You don't get the same 
satisfaction (in a dvilian job), 
just clocking in and clocking out," 
she continued. Miller feels that in 
the Navy there is "room for you 
to excel and prove yourself. ' ' 

With eight years of service now 
backing her. Miller, at age 40, 
looks to a completed Naval 
career and reaching chief petty 
officer in her rating. "I under- 
stand there aren't very many of 
them (females), because it's very 
much a man's world. 

Upon her return to the Navy, 
Millo- had to aoss-rate. She finds 
being a mechanic interesting 
and enjoyable. "You are used to 
pushing paper and then all of a 
sudden you find yourself in this 
very male world trying to make 
airplane parts and fix things that 
are broken. It fascinated me that 
I could finally make something to 
look the way it was suppose to 
be, " Miller explains . 

She attended an eight-week 
Navy school, but the "hands-on 
experience comes after school in 
the work-center." Miller notes 
that personnel in the AIMD 
work-center arc very supportive 
and that there are always "plenty 
of people to show (her) how to go 
about doing the work." 

As Sailor of the Quarter, 
AMS2 Miller receives a station 
plaque, a $30 savings bond 
donated by Sovran Bank, two 
tickets to Busch Gardens, dinner 
for two at Red Lobster and a lun- 
cheon at the Voyager Club with 
NAS Oceana Commanding Of- 
ficer Captain John E. Allen and 
four guests.

Pembroke Meadows Elementary School students have run to such 
far away places as St. Paul, Minnesota, and Sacramento, Califor- 
nia. 

Physical education specialist Mkhael Casey developed the "Run 
Across the Country" program to help his students become more 
physically fit, while learning geography at the same time. 

Casey mapped out a course, starting in Virginia Beach, visiting 
each state capital, an^ ending up in Washington, D.C, and 
figuring the actual mila it would take to make tlK trip. Then, every 
Friday (weather permitting), students run for 18 minutes around a 
quarter-mile course he set up on school grounds. He and aides 
Jimrie MteMI and Nmna Nachtlcal shout encouragemoit and 
hand out tokens as students pass the quarter-mile mark. 

"Before going out to run, we talk about what city we're rumuna 
to that day and what city we're coming from," said Casey. ••A 
iargc map is, displayed in the cafeteria with our course charted on it, 
so the studenu are constantly bong made aware of what we're 
doing."

Only two weeks remain in the 
1987 session of the Virginia 
General Assembly.

I 
have introduced legislation that 
will provide, if passed, that in so 
far as Virginia customers are 
concerned, that whenever a mer- 
chant or a manufacturer attempts 
to avoid the common law implied 
warranty that consumer goods

INSURANCE ~ As you know, 
the cost of some forms of in- 
surance has sky-rocketed, and is 
occasionally unavailable. One of 
the reasons that this is true, hi my 
opinion, is that the insurance in- 
dustry is exempt from the federal 
antitrust laws, and the uisurance 
companies are not truly com- 
petitive with each other. I have 
sponsored a resolution asking the 
U.S. Congress to repeal the in- 
surance industry's exemption 
from the federal antitrust laws, 
and to enact legislation requiring 
insurers to disdo^ certain in- 
formation regarding their 
profitability.

Fire alarm boxes in Virginia Beach? 




Fire 
Safety

Before the telephone became 
standard equipment in every 
home, a system was needed to 
notify the fire department that 
their services were required. 
During the days of the colonists, 
a fire warden would patrol the 
streets looking for visfl>le flsMe^ 
Another method was tow^-wSldi-' 

ifaat' ^ idtffai^ ovtJr y Ifedi^ 
dty. 

These poor alarm systems were 
a major contributer to seiNere 
fires. Time was wasted by getting 
the exact location of the fire to 
the drivers of the apparatus. 

Alarm systems were 
revolutionized by Dr. William F. 
Channing of Boston. He was a 
young Harvard medical school 
graduate who tinkered with dec- 
tricity instead of practicing 
medicine. 

In 1839 he invented a system of 
pinpointing the location of fires 
by means of alarm boxes con- 
taining telegraphic devices that 



transmitted a signal to a central 
station. 

Each firebox was simply a 
telegraph key that could send 
only one message: the number of 
the box that corresponded to a 
list of locations posted in the 
alarm office. 

In 18S1, the city of Boston ap- 
popriated $10,000 for a 
system of fire alarm boxes. The 
town of Virginia Beach had their 
own syston of fire alarm boxes 
installed and used from the 
1940s to the 1950s. 

Q%<jHM^^S)i^es were used 

i "^i^'^^lnl^^^'™ ^*^ sound«l, 
^thkmnm recced at the fire 
station at 20th Mreet and Arctic 
Ave. The boxes were located at 
6th Street and Atlantic Ave., 17th 
Stre^ and Atlantic Ave., in front 
of Seaside Park, and a box at 
25th Street and Atlantic Ave. 
There was also boxes located at 
17th Street and Cypress and a 
box on Holly Road near 38th 
Street. 

The box at 25th Street was 
purpowly placed there so the 
police officer on foot patrol 
could look both north and south 
on Atlantic Ave., and see the en- 
tire oceanfroAt. If he nMded to 
call in for assistance, or check in, 



he could do this quickly by using 
the phone placed there. 

Today, all the citizens of 
Virginia Beach have to do to 
report an emergency is pick up 
the telephone and dial 911. The 
dispatcher on the other end of the 
line will ask you several 
questions. 

Please allow them to ask you 
the questions for it will speed up 
the time needed in getting you 
help. They will ask your location, 
and what type of emergency you 
are reporting. Then they will ask 
your name and phone number. 

While you are answering those 
f ewrqueationff; another- dispateher 
is ivadiiig the same screen with 
your information on it and the 
computer is recommending which 
fire truck or ambulance to send 
to you. 

This handy little computer also 
recommends additional fire 
trucks and ambulances in case the 
first choice is not avaUable. 

Please instruct your chUdren 
and grandchildren that false 
alarms are serious crimes and are 
not games. Firefighters have been 
killed in motor vehicle accidents 
going to false alarms. 

Please come by and visit your 
professional firefighters and ask 
for a pamphlet on fire safety.

4-H Livestock Club offers opportunity

The Virginia Beach 4-H 
Livestock Club is extending an 
invitation to all Virginia Beach 
youth, ages 9 through 18, who 
wish to raise lambs or hogs for 
the 4-H Livestock Show and Sale 
on May 15. 

Tom Baker, extension agent 
for the Virginia Beach Depar- 
tment of Agriculture, said the 
largest part of the program is 
designed to provide opportunities 
for young people to be in- 
troduced to livestock production 
and showmanship. 

the initial cost of a "feeder 
pig" he said would be $70-% and 
for a "feeder lamb," $65-70. 
Over the following 11-12 weeks, 
the cost of raising the pig range 
from $30-$50, and for the lamb 
$25-30. 

In those three months, luuta* 
the new owners' eyes, the p^ 
and lambs grow consictoaUy uid 
Baker. For the pig, he m^

The lambs, he said, do not {Hit 
on so much weight and "should 
end up at 110 to $20 pounds" 
when they are ready to show. 

Another requirement is that 
those involved must have a {riace 
to raise the animals. "We have a 
few kids that are keiM at a friend's 
farm or at a grandparent's 
pla«," he said. But most of them 
live in rural areas and have a 
place to take care of everything. 

After the work is done, the 



animals will be presented for 
competition at the 4-H Livestock 
Show at the Chesapeake Jubilee 
on May 15. Th«e the judges will 
appraise the animal on how they 
exhibit for thickness of muscling, 
indications of leaness. Baker 
said. 
While ribbons and trophies are 



awarded at the show, following 

the show a livestock auction is 

held where it is possible to sell the 

animal on the market. 

In previous years. Baker said 

the 4-H Livestock Club ha^ h»H 
around 60 young people involved 

wiin 13 raising steers, eight 
raising lambs and 30 raising pigs.

Vvnen tie was a young man ot 
23 and fighting in the French 
and Indian War, he wrote a let- 
ter to his brother about a battle 
in which he had been involved. 
While many men had been 
wounded, Washington went 
unscathed. He concluded to his 
brother that the "all powerful 
dispensations of Providence" 
had protected him in the midst 
of battle. 

Later, as commander-in- 
chief of the Revolutionary Army, 
he put into practice this 
same principle of life. One or- 
der he issued stated that he ex- 
pected all officers and soldiers 
to "implore the blessings of 
Heaven on the means used for 
our safety and defense." 

He carried this same perspec- 
tive through his presidential 
leadership of the country. This 
is clear in his Farewell Address 
when he said, "Of all the 
dispositions and habits which 
lead to political prosperity, 
religion and morality are in- 
dispensable supports." He 
followed that by warning th^ 
national morality could not 
prevail without religious prin- 
ciple. 

It is possible to see the results 
of his life and work and thai 
ignore the connection to his 
religious faith. But to separate 
them would do injury to the 
historical truth. His very words 
show that this pCTspective un- 
dergirded the decisions he made 
as he led the country. 

Having his birthday as a 
national holiday should remind 
us of the iignifican(» of his life 
in our nation.

Seed Abuse 



Sometimes it can be quite a chal- 
lenge to get seeds to sprout. As an 
addicted collector of seeds from 
native plants, (particularly seeds of 
plants that attract wildlife), I've had 
to resort to some pretty ingenious, 
not to say abusive methods to trick 
seeds into germinating. Since I tend 
to thitik of every seed as an egg, 
more ot less, 1 sometimes feel some- 
what uncomfortable that one doesn't 
treat seeds as gently and carefully as 
one treats eggs. However . . . 

Generally speaking, many seeds 
must go through two important proc- 
esses before they'll sprout: stratifi- 
cation and scarification. When we 
buy seeds from a seed bouse, they're 
all primed and ready to go— given a 
healthy supply of light, warmth and 
moisture (except those steeds that 
sprout best in the dark). 

In order to germinate, the seeds 
of many trees, shrubs and flowers 
have to go through a cool, moist 
period, a process called stratifica- 
tion. In nature, simply lying on the 
ground, with repeated freezing and 
thawing, softens some seed coats 
mechanically so that they sprout 
when the weather turns warm. 

To duplicate this process with seeds 
collected in the fall for spring plant- 
ing, I've sometimes left them out- 
side in a pot through the winter. I've 
also put them in moia sphs^um moss 
and refrigerated them for 60 to 90 
days. In this way. every year, I've 
stratified milkweed seed (the main- 
stay of my butterfly-gardening efforts), 
thereby increasing their rate of ^r- 
mination. 

Under natural conditions, scarifi- 
cation, the thinning of seed coats by 
scarring, occurs for many seeds as 
they pass through the digestive tracts 
of birds or mammals. This process is 
a little harder to duplicate indoors, 
but it can be done (before stntifica- 



tion), either by rubbing the seeds 
back and forth on sandpaper or t^ 
nicking them with pliers. Pouring 
boiling water over the seeds the day 
l)cfore they're planted and letting 
them steep overnight also scarifies 
and so releases that germination 
trigger— especially with seed of plants 
in the bean family such as wild senna, 
Kentucky coffee tree, wisteria, goats' 
rue and many others. Seeds that 
under normal circumstances pass 
through very, very strong digestive 
systems may need a dose of concen- 
trated sulphuric acid to get them to 
sprout.

Parsons Residence Hall will be a 
part of one of two dormitory 
units, housing 100 students, to 
be included in the completion of 
Village II at Virginia Wesleyan. 
TTie total Village II project will 
cost approximately $3 million. 



There are seven units in each 
village includuig^four dormitory 
units, a student commons, and 
two academic halls to accommo- 
date classrooms and faculty of- 
fices. Two dormitory units are 
currently in place in Village II. 

In announcing the grant, a 
spokeman for the Foundation 
and a close friend of the late Ella

New Energy Youth Runners 
achieve success under Bernard

BUI Bernard, physical education 
specialist at Point O'View 
Elementary, has a great deal of 
confidence in his New Energy 
Youth Running Team. 

The team is composed of over 
20 Virginia Beach school students, 
ages 8 to 12. Bernard took 22 
runners to California to compete 
in the National Junior Olympics 
in December. The 11- and 12- 
year-old girls' team placed ninth 
in the nation, and the 1 1- and 12- 
year-oid boys' team placed twelfth. 

"I am very proud of their per- 
formance in California," said 
Bernard. "They were mentally 
prepared for the competition. 
They received many compliments 
on their good behavior. " 

Bernard, who has been a run- 
ner himself since high school, 
took an interest in building a 
running program at Point 
O'View about four years ago. 
What began at Point O'View 
branched out to students at many 
other schools--Kingston," 
Providence, Arrowhead, and 
Windsor Woods elementaries, 
and Bayside, Brandon, and Lynn- 
haven junior highs. All the run- 
ners travel to Point O'View four 
days a week for after school prac- 
tices. 

"The interest really took off," 
Bernard said. "They are a great 
group of kids. The most impor- 
tant thing to me is that they like 
and respect each other. That is, 
what builds team spirit." 

Bernard said he thinks the run- 
ning program offers an alter- 
native activity in which students 
may be involved, while im- 
proving their physical fitness. 



The runners enjoy the training 
aspect, he said, but they also like 
the opportunity to socialize with 
students from other schools who 
share a common interest. 

"I (try to make the workouts 
fun beoiuse I feel that if they 
don't enjoy it, they shouldn't do 
it," he said. "They have reached 
a high levd of success, and that 
helps motivate them." 

The runners log about 23 miles 
per week. Bernard's workouts 
stress trying to develop speed as 
well as endurance, with a concen- 
tration on one mile and five 
kilometer races. All of their prac- 
tice running is done on grass. 

"We increase the intensity, pf 
the running, rather than the 
distance, ' ' Bernard said. 

To his credit, Bernard's Niew 
Energy Running Team has won 
four Virginia State Junior Olym- 
pic cross country championships 
and two USA Regional cham- 
pionships. He is confident the 
students will continue to improve 
and enjoy the sport he loves. 

"They have a strong desire to 
do well, " he said. "I want to 
maximize their strengths. They're 
specials because they can do 
things that many iuiidts cannot 
do Oike run a mile in under six 
minutes). They know that Ul I 
will ever ask of them is to try 
their best." 

Camillc Grabb, a first grade 
teacher at Indian Lakes Elemen- 
tary whose daughter.

"Any school system is fortunate 
to have dedicated teachers who 
go beyond the contract day to 
enrich students' lives.

She worked through 4-H and 
afta a few meetings, the older 
kids learned some of the ac- 
tivities. They soon were teaching 
the younger ones what to do. 

TTie crafts they learn run the 
gamut of activities of family life 
in the 18th century. There is 
flrqriace cooking, buttCT churn- 
ing, dda pressing, candle dip- 
ping, needlework, calligraphy, 
leather work and herb craft. They 
alK> learn colonial gamn, how to 
d^ioe the minuet, fendng-^which 
was practiced for bala!»x and 
poise, spinning and even some 
hamk-on blacksmithing. 

"Not only do they learn about 
the crafts and working with your 
han<b," said Taylor, "they learn 
the isoper manners, customs and 
rdatimiships. 

"They learn that at age 6." she 
continued, "you become an adult 
(in the 18th century) and 
culturally you take on the respon- 
sibility that was expected of

them." 

One of Taylor's goals is to get 
enough kids involved to form a 
local cricket team. She said she 
has been challenged by a cricket 
team at Colonial Williamsburg 
and she needs at least 1^ kids to 
form a side.

"My biggest 
problon has not been the luds," 
she said, "but the parents who 
cho(»e sports or another activity 
ovw the Ustory dub." 



Though it costs nothing to 
belong to 4-H. the History Club 
has dues of $5 per year. The 
money goes toward funding any 
trips the group takes. 

The 12 kids currently involved 
come from the Green Run, 
Thalia, Kempsville and Princess 
Anne secticms of the city, but 
Taylor hopes to involves kids 
from all over the dty. 

If she can "bring history alive 
for the kids," sIm said, it makes it 
all worthwIUie.

This activity 
ranks second only to gardening as 
the favorite hobby of Americans. 

Over 60 million Americans 
engage in this activity, many on 
such a regular basis that the sale 
of bird seed is a five hundred 
million dollar business. 

Almost everyone enjoys watch- 
ing wildlife. Unfortunately 
many varieties of wildlife shun 
urban areas, depriving us of the 
opportunity' to appreciate them. 
The main reason for the lack of

I've said it before and I'll say it 
again , "Don't put your fireplace 
ashes in a combustible container 
and assume that they are ex- 
tinguished. " 

Your Virginia Beach 
responded to more fires this year 
involving careless handling of 
ashes than any other year. 

If you have used the fireplace 
the night before, the ashes will 
still be hot well into the next af- 
ternoon. 

Do not clean out the firebox 
and put the ashes in a paper bag 
and set it outside the back door. 

Some Virginia Beach residents 
are placing the ashes in plastic 
buckets and setting them on their 
wooden deck. Others are putting 
them«in paper bags and placing 
the bag in their garage. 

There is only one way to safely 
handle fireplace ashes. First, 
always use a metal bucket. 

Second, scoop the ash« out 
carefully from the firelKJX and

suburban areas is lack of foods 
and suitable cover. 

Many bird species, however, 
have adapfted to the'mimre 
populated areas and can provide 

city residents some interaction 
with wildlife. 'Birds are certainly 
the most abundant varied and 
colorful form of urban wildlife. 

While the urban forest usually 
does not have enough cover for 
other types of wildlife, trees in 
the city can b e quite adequate for 
birds as long as~ supfnemental 
food sources are available. 

That is where bird feeding 
comes in. Attracting and feeding 
wild birds is important in keeping 
a healthy and varied bird 
population in our cities. In order 
to encourage this beneficial and 
enjoyable activity, a number of 
area Cub Scouts and Boy Scouts 
are selling wild bird feeding kits. 

These kits consist of seed and 
informational materials to get 
you started in this pleasant ac- 
tivity. The information packets in 
t^ kits offer advice on attracting 



put them in the metal bucket. 

Finally, take the bucket outside 
and fill the bucket of ashes with 
water. 

Typically, a fire caused by 
fireplace ashes set next to the 
house can cause damages 
around $30,000. It can take three 
monihs to rebuild the damaged 
home. The fire races uwie out- 
side of the home and into the at- 
tic. 

This type of fire is spotted 
quickly by people passing by 



and feeding nearly 30 species of 
birds. The packets also provide 
instructions on building a variety 
of bird houses and feeders. 

If you enjoyfeeding wild birds, 
certain trees and shrubs can be 
used to attract and enhance bird 
populatons in your neigh- 
borhood. 

Dogwood, holly, flowering 
crabapple, pyracantha, wild 
plum, red cedar, cherry, autumn 
olive, junipers and viburnums are 
some of the species favored by' 
Wrds for food and cover.. Most 
are available atAic^'gJKi^ning 
centers. 

As you get your yard ready for 
spring, consider attracting some 
wildlife to your comer of the ur- 
ban forest. 

Suf^jort the Scouts' sale of 
bird feeding kits and consider 
adding one or more of the 
aforementioned plants to your 
landscape. For more information 
on the kits, you can contract 
Robert Davis at 423-5550.

As they say in tornado country

we stand in awe of this market's 
unrelenting power, we must be 
aware of blow-off sessions that of- 
ten follow record-setting single 
^y advances. 

■LOn Jan. 22 we had a new 
record single day advance of 31 
points, immediately followed by a 
record sdl-off day that produced 
a jolting 1 10 point decline. 

That record advance lasted less 
than a month when Tuesday of 



last week produced a 54 point 
rally. As of Friday, no big blow- 
off followwi. ' 

Meanwhile, the London 
market is setting new highs Uid 
th|^ ore tearing up the pea patch 
in Tokyo. Equities have become 
the international commtxiity of 
choice and demand is becoming 
almost frenzied. Thus, there are 
always blow-off possibilities and 
extreme volatility exists. 

Nonetheless, the trend 
renlains very upward and may 
remain so up to Dow 2400, ac- 
cording to our technical analyst, 
Joe Feshbach. 

"I think the market should 
continue to move higher without 
any meaningful setbacks until 
mid-year," he said. "The 
unusual aspect of this market 
environment is that extreme op- 
timism about the long term 
secular case continues to coexist 
with a short term psychology of 
caution. Most of the investment 
coinmunity seems convinced that 
too much too soon should l»d to 
a correction. For this rnson, I 
conclude that the upside will con- 
tinue until the short term men- 
tality switches to outright 
bullishness." 



Feshbech added, "I think my 
objective of Dow 2400 - 2500 by 
April is quite reasonable." 

Along with Joe's technical 
theory, thefforeign investor con- 
tinues to sock It in, attracted by 
cheap dollars and price to earning 
, ratios that appear rather modest 
when compared to stock ex- 
changes in others, parts of the 
world. 

t Plus, the putual fund investor 
is pouring it in as mutual fund 
managers report that sales are 
running a third higher than last 
year's record setting pace.

OUTDOOR RECREATION 



Chesapeake's Northwest River Park celebrates its IQth anniversary 



^ 



Northwest River Parlt, a 763 
acre recreation area, is owned by 
the City of Chesapeake, Virginia. 

This regional facility, operated 

by the Parks and Recreation 
DepArtmnt, opened to the public 
on December 4, 1976, and was 
dedicated in 1977. 

Its location, in the southeast 
portion of Chesapeake, makes it 
convenient to over one million 
Tidewater Virginia resdients. 

The park is water-oriented, 
having two picturesque creeks on 
its sides, and the scenic North- 
west River for its front. 

These streams, part of Chesa- 
peake's 30-mile Scenic Water 
Trail System, offer opportunity 
for boating, fishing, 

photography, and hunting. 
Water is also an essential inter- 
nal element of the park's design 
concept. 

Over 30 acres of lakes and 
ponds create visual continuity, 
recreational opportunity, and a 
unique transportation link be- 
tween activity areas, as well as 
serving as an activity area for 
-'boaters and a transportation 
mode between the facilities at the 
Southern and Northern Ter- 
minals. 

The interior of the park is 
„^^ _ covered by undisturbed 
L* woodland with the exception of 
' , three open meadow areas which 
were developed into a children's 
play area, a picnic area, an am- 
phitheatre, and an equestrian 
area, thus eliminating the need 
for extensive clearing. 

Northwest River Park offers 
the City of Chesapeake its first 
public equestrian area. This 20- 
acre facility includes a jump 
course, dressage and show ring 
areas, pfurking;, stables, and tt^ 
remains of an old homestead, 
which is the site of an ar- 
cheological dig. 

To preserve the integrity of the 
park's natural enviroiunent, a 
unique shuttle system was 
developed which allows park 



visitors to ride the mile between 
the Northern and Southern Ter- 
minals, should they choose not to 
bike, hike, or boat the distance. 

From the park's seven miles of 
trails, birding enthusiasts may 
search for some of the 160 dif- 
ferent species that have been 
identified as inhabitants thus far. 
The park staff is continually add- 
ing to its flora inventory as well 
as its identification of numerous 
reptiles, amphibians, mammals, 
and fish. 

The Northern Terminal 
Building, one of the Park's at- 
tractive octagonal shaped struc- 
tures, serves as the park's nerve 
center. 

Here the visitor can obtain in- 
formation about canoe, paddle 
boat, and jon boat rentals, the 
shuttle train, fishing, equestrian, 
and other park activities. This 
multi-purpose building is open 
from 8 a.m. until sunset. It serves 
as a camp store. Bagged ice, 
grocery items, and camping sup- 
plies are available for the visitor's 
convenience. 

Clubs, school groups, or large 
families interested in reserving an 
area for picnicking, may do so by 
reserving the group picnic area, 
which includes a large shelter, 
parking, and cooking facilities 
capable of serving several hun- 
dred people. 

Convenient to the main picnic 
area is a play area with a variety 
of playground equipment and a 
larg<^earthen mound with a spiral 
rartp, which is very popular with 
children of all ages. 

Visitors may organic their 
own recreational activities in the 
meadow or choose a seat at the 
nearby amphitheatre, where 
various activities may be taking 
place on the outdoor stage. 

The park's shuttle train 
provides a scenic ride for the park 
visitor, who, upon reaching the 
Southern terminal, comes upon 
the scenic panorama of the North- 
west, one of Virginia's most

picturesque rivers. 

To the southwest is Barron's 
Island, a ten acre wilderness part 
of the park in the middle of the 
river. 

The Southern terminal includa|i.' 
the Control Station, jon boats,* 
canoe rentals, concessions, and 
restrooms. It also serves as the 
terminal for the mile-long inter- 
nal lake, nature trails, and the 
shuttle trail. A picnic area and 
canoe beach on the lake is also in 



this part of the park. 

The river-front contains a dock 
that is used by boaters who may 
stop to utilize the park's 
facilities. 

A newly developed camp-, 
^und with 103 sites is located 
in the northwestern section of the 
park. On May 12, 1980 the nearly 
undisturbed wooded area was 
opened to the public for their 
camping enjoyment. 

The campground is equipped 



with modern bathhouses, hot 
showers, and laundry facilities. 
There are water connections 
throughout the campground 
averagiMMone per ^^\i fejfr ^< 

non-elcctrie«te»f * * ■ - 

There is also a dumping station 
available to the campers and the 
sites are at easy access to the Nor- 
thern terminal, the boating and 
fishing area, and near trail en- 
trances. 



The campground as well as the 
park is open all year round, and 
has 24-hour security. 

Some new and diverse 
programs have been developed by 
the staff in a continuing effort to 
be a dynamic leader in outdoor 
recreation. One of these 
programs is the Ropes and 
Initiative Course, funded entirely 
by a grant from the Division of 
Justice and Crime Prevention. 

It is used extensively by many 
city departments and other Tide- 
water agencies, in addition to 
being programmed on a fee- 
sustaining basis by the park staff. 

Operations and maintenance 
of the park are conducted by the 
Park Manager, staff of four 
rangers and one maintenance 
mechanic. Some of these 
dedicated people are qualified 
public safety officers, as well 
as having education and experioice 
in skills ranging from wildlife 
biology to maintenance. 

A 2,000 square foot main- 
tenance building was constructed 
to make the park relatively in- 
dependent from outside support. 
In addition to General Fund sup- 
port, most fee and sales activities 
are run on an enterprise basis, 
which allows profits to be poured 
back into the park's programs. 

Northwest River Park hfts 
something unique for every park 
visitor, appealing in scope not ex- 
clusively to Chesapeake residents, 
but to citizras of the greater 
Tidewater area. The park, 13 
years from concept to reality, in 
our opinion, was worth waiting 
for.

Camping safety precautions important 



By RV or car, at campsite or lodge, roughing it, backpacking it, or 
trailing it alone, camping out can be an invigorating, instructive, 
togetherness experience for you and your family. 

Plan your destination, research the area, compile a list of posuble ac- 
tivities and sites to see~spots that can appeal to all ages: fairs, historical 
restorations, museums, national parks and forests. 

As the safest family pastime around, camping is fun, healthy, easy 
and relatively inexpensive. It can be whatever you want it to be: a quite 
wilderness adventure, a comfy stay-put sojourn at a lively resort, or an 
over-the-road ramble to see the world. 

Here are some safety tips to pack with your gear to ensure you of the 
best family vacation you've ever had: p 

•Choose Your Route: Use existing rails whenever possible. Have a 
tentative route written down and given to someone who will be alerted 
if you fail to show at a given time and point. Know where you are at 
all times. Always take along a map and compass. 

•Clothes to Pack: Your hiking shoes should be old friends, well- 
broken in, with soft uppers and strong soles. Take short sleeves and 
shorts for hot weather. Long-sleeves and long pants are right for cool 
weather, brush and bramble ambling, layers of clothes will insulate 
against cold. 

•Health Precautions: Always carry a first aid kit.

When operating your boat 
remember these important 
safety checks: 

Know and understand the ac- 
ceptable capacities of your 
craft. The combined weight of 
crew and gear should be kept 
within these limitations. All 
loads should be spread evenly 
throughout the boat and kept as 
low as possible to insure proper 
subility. 

Be a responsible boat 
operator-boozing and boating 
don't mix. Boating calls for a 
dear head, sharp vision, good 
balance and the ability to 
process information and make 
good decisions quickly. Stav 
sober and stay in command. 

Before you leave tne dock, 
make sure there is a U.S. Coast 
Guard approved personal 
flototion device (PFD) for each 
person on board. The« PFD's 
should fit properly and be easily 
accessible. 

Standing or leaning over the 
side of the boat is dangerous. 
As you stand up in a boat, the 
center of gravity moves with 



vou. Moving to one side can 
also throw the boat off balan- 
ce. 'One big wave and over you 
could gol 

Tranquilizers, marijuana, 
and a variety of other drugs can 
affect the mental and pnyscial 
skills needed for safe boating- 
even some over-the-counter 
medicines can affect operating 
a boat. 

If you follow the above 
safety tips-you will enjoy safe 
and happy boating.

•Walking Along Roads: Be sure to keep as far over to the left as 
possible. In this way, you can see an oncoming car and get off the road, 
hor night hiking, carry a flashlight. Wear reflective tape around your 
lower leg and back of shirt. Tie a white handkerchief flat around leg if 
tape is not available. 

•Washing: Don't use soap, even biodegradable soap, in streams, 
ponds, or lakes. It will pollute the water. 

•Fire Safety: A fire must be watched at all times. It is criminal to 
leave a fire unattended. To extinguish a fire with water, sprinkle embers, 
stir the wetted down ashes with a stick and sprinkle again. Be sure there 
are no smoldering roots or humus . 

Without available water to extinguish fire, work mineral soil into 
embers, then stir until last ember is out. Try to leave the campsite as 
you would like to find it! Be careful if you smoke; better yet, don't 
smoke at campsite or in woods. Never toss cigarettes out of car win- 
dow. 

•Garbage: Don't drop food scraps into high mountain lakes and 
streams. They do not have decomposers necessary to break down food, 
causing pollution and a reduction in fish life. Wash out empty cans and 
smash flat. Wash out empty jars and bottles. 

Put them, with unburned trash, in a heavy-duty, plastic trash-can 
liner. Take everything out with you when you leave camp. Get rid of it 
in the nearest trash can or at home. Remember that it takes an 
aluminum can from 7J to 100 years to decompose!

Bowsprits, bumpkins, rudders, outboard motors, brackets, and 
similar fittings or attachments are not included in the measurement.

City's seashore environment 
is more than meets the eye

alone, Dunstan notes, there are 
among other .areas, the pristine 
barrier coast of the Eastern 
Shore, the multi-faceted Chesa- 
peake flay and the complex en- 
vironment of the Dismal Swamp. 
He said as an oceanographer he is 
always in contact with those in 
other fields of study to better un- 
derstand the interrelationships of 
the marine environment to other 
ecologoical zones. 

The ocean, he said, "holds a 
great deal of mystery, vastness 
and diversity." 

Dunstan's flrst contact with 
the Virginia Beach area came 
when he was' in the Navy and 
stationed in Norfolk. But his love 
for the ocean was awakened as a 
youth when his family took day 
trips to Newark Bay and the 
Raritan River in New Jersey. 

He remembers how pollution 
was ruining both water sources 
and attributes some of his early 
concern to his later decision to 
study oceanography 

professionally. 

After obtaining his master's 
degree in oceanography in 1969 
from Florida State University 
and working in the same field in 
Massachusetts, Georgia and 
Washington, D.C., Dunstan 
came to ODU in 1980. 

The beaches of the city, he 
said, reflect the many ways man 
interacts with the shoreline. The 
many cases of urbanization, 
some successful and some not, 
can be seen from the beaches in 
the Chesapeake Bay across to the 
Eastern Shore and then down to 
the oceanfront from Fort Story 
to False Cape. 

Certain areas of beach have 
been left pretty much intact. 
Within the Little Creek Naval 
Amphibious Base, Dunstan said, 
you have a prime example of a 
maritime forest. At the Seashore 
State Park, with the series of 
dunes caused by the interaction 
^ofsahd,^ wind and water, it looks 
"as close as you can get" to what 
it looked like to the first settlers, 
he said. 

But not too many protected 
areas are left to enjoy. "I'm 
afraid that they are being gobbled 
up," Dunstan said. Other sec- 
tions of beach show evidence of 



man's intervention. 

While the Lynnhaven inlet, he 
said, like ail inlets, has gone 
through many cycles of being 
constricted and then broken open 
again, the existing opening to the 
bay is not a natural one. Dunstan 
said he believed it had been dug 
open sometime in the 1700s. 

What has happened to the 
oceanfront on the resort strip is a 
classic example of man's "con- 
stant battle against the sea," he 
said. Similar situations of major 

Sid erosion can be found up and 
wn the coast. 

Dunstan compared the efforts 
to keep the sand on the beaches 
to that of someone trying to main- 
tain a house. Things change, he 
said, and any homeowner knows 
there are always decisions about 
weighing the cost of maintenance 
versus starting over again. 

The continual addition of tons 
of sand in an attempt to protect 
local beaches from erosion, Dun- 
stan said, does not significantly 
affect the marine life. 

"You have so many en- 
vironments so dose and 
available. If you look at it 
from the air, it is so in- 
teresting." - Dv{ William 
M. Dunstan, mairman of 
the department of 
oceanography at Old 
Dominion University, on 
the diversity of the local 
iBcology. 

Typical of almost all marine 
life, he said, is its ability to adjust 
to the condition. If the environ- 
ment changes, other life forms 
take over. 

What is happening to the ocean 
environment down at Sandbridge 
is difficult to tell, he said. Marine 
life can change so quickly that 
-what^tctor 4s^ceusiiig 4he change 
is hard to pinpoint. 

The mole crab, he said, is a 
good example of this. Those who 
have spent much time on the local 
beaches know of the small 
CTeatures which live at Ae surf- 
line, appearing for a few seconds 
and quickly disi4)pearing ^^len un- 



covered by a wave or by digging 
in the sand. These denizens of the 
beach can be found by the 
thousands in one area and yet a 
hundred yards down the same 
beach be non-existent. Any num- 
ber of factors pli^ into why%they 
appear and where. 

Though Dunstan said he was 
not an expert at the detailed 
geological aspects of the area, he 
lus had enough uiteraction with 
those that do to know what has 
happened to the Virginia Beach 
area historically. Down on the 
False Cape and then farther 
inland, there is evidence pointing 
to theT|Ki|?sibility of the shoreline 
being both farther out and fur- 
ther in than it is now. 

FomH evidence on the southern 
bank of the James River and at 
various sites in the city show 
many forms of sealife once 
existed where it is now dry land. 

On the other hand, erosion has 
uncovered a peaty substance un- 
der the sand at False Cape 
leading many to believe the 
shoreline was much farther out, 
making it posdble for salt marshes 
to exist where the shoreline is 
now. 

Though Dunstan understands 
some of the geological features of 
the shoreline, his main interest is 
the microscopic life forms found 
there. With all the inlets, creeks, 
marsh areas, bays and estuaries, 
said Dunstan, there exists a very 
complex food chain. 

Starting with protozoa, the 
lowest division of the animal 
kingdom, life forms feed off each 
other. While most people see the 
porpoises, crabs, jellyfish and 
even an occasional school of fish 
which darken the water like an 
underwater cloud, he said most 
peoi^e don't want to know all 
that is going on in the water and 
what it was that "bumped" them 
while swimming. 

While these microscopic life 
forms cannot be seen, Dunston 
(minted out that they are respon- 
si61e for one of nature's wonders. 
Sometimes if you walk on the 
beach on a summer night, the 
water will seem to glow. This, he 
said, is the effect of a type of 
phosphorescence, similar to a 
firefly, created by some types of 
sealife.

"This program 
will provide just about any num- 
ber you need for any human ser- 
vice you can imi^ne." 

Some examples of questions 
that Searchline anticipates 
receiving are: 



•Where can I find a doctor? 
•What homemaker services are 
available? 
•Where can I get a hearing aid? 

From health needs to consumer 
problems to legal questions, 
Virginia Beach Searchline hopes 
to answer the informational and 
referral needs for local residents 
as well as tourists who become 
stranded wiUi a problem they feel 
they can't solve alone.
